An  Act  for  the  Registration  of  Medical  Practitioners. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  regis- 
tration of  certain  medical  practitioners  in  ‘Punjab  ; It 
is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 

1.  ( 1 ) This  Act  may  be  called  the  Punjab  Medi- 
cal Registration  Act,  1916. 

(2)  It  extends  to  "Punjab. 


2.  The  provisions  of  section  4 shall  come  into  force 
on  such  Mate  as  the  '[State]  Government  may  notify  in 
this  behalf.

(7)  A Diploma  or  Certificate  "[granted  by  a 
2 [State]  Government  or  the  Government  of  Burma]  to 
any  person  trained  in  a Medical  College  or  School 
declaring  him  to  be  qualified  to  practise  medicine, 
surgery  and  midwifery,  or  to  perform  the  duties  of  a 
military  assistant  surgeon,  hospital  assistant  or  sub- 
assistant surgeon. 

(8)  A Diploma  or  Certificate  granted  by  the  King 
Edward  Hospital  Medical  School  at  Indore  to  any 
person  declaring  him  to  be  qualified  to  practise  medi- 
cine, surgery  and  midwifery,  or  to  be  qualified  for  the 
duties  of  a military  assistant  surgeon,  hospital  assis- 
tant or  sub-assistant  surgeon.
